Hem can’t drink frozen water and 
they won’t eat dry mash freely un­ 
less they have water to drink. To 
keep the water from freezing over­ 
night some sort of electric heater is 
advisable. Or just put an electric 
light with a carbon bulb in a pail. 
I he bulb should be painted black or 
covered tightly with black cloth, so 
that no light will be thrown in the 
pail. Home-made electric heaters are 
sometimes made by soldering a quart 
can to the bottom inside of a 2-gal­ 
lon pail. An opening is then cut 
through this and electric 
bulb is 
placed in the quart can. The whole 
apparatus should be mounted in a 
suitable frame so the hens can drink 
from the pail conveniently

They will save millions of dol­ 
lars a year to Texas motor traffic, he 
says.
